Gentlemen of the Senate and of the 

House of Representatives* 

The political connexion, which had so long subsisted between 
Massachusetts and Maine being dissolved, it is a source of much 
satisfaction to reflect, that the measures, adopted for its accomplish- 
ment, have effected the object in the most friendly manner. A 
great and powerful Commonwealth voluntarily yielding up her 
jurisdiction over a large portion of her citizens and territory, over 
whom she held an undisputedvand rightful sovereignty ; these citi- 
zens peaceably and quietly forming themselves into a new and 
Independent State, framing and adopting with unexampled harmony 
and unanimity a Constitution, embracing all the essential principles 
of liberty and good government ; these are events, which constitute 
a memorable era in the history of our state— events for which you 4 
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no doubt, as well as our fellow-citizens in general, will acknowledge 
with gratitude that divine goodness, which directs and controls the 
concerns of men. 

The Act of Massachusetts, assenting to the formation of the 
District of Maine into a separate and independent State, also pro- 
vides for a division of the public property.. Although a large 
majority of the legislative body, which passed that act, was consti- 
tuted of members from Massachusetts Proper, who thus had it in 
their power to dictate the terms ; the principles of division as settled 
by them are so equitable and just, that they have received the 
general approbation. By this correct and wise course of policy, 
the executive a»d legislative departments of that government have 

' laid the foundation of a lasting harmony between the two States. 

Assembled for the purpose of performing the first acts of legisla- 
tion, on you is devolved the arduous and important duty of devising, 
maturing, and perfecting a system of wise, equal and wholesome 
laws. Nor is the responsibility and difficulty of your situations as 
members of the first Legislature diminished by the consideration 
that the consequences, which may result from your deliberations, 
will have an important bearing on the generations, which are to 
succeed you, as well as upon the present and future character and 
standing of the state. 

The establishment and organization of a Supreme Judicial Court 
will require your early attention. As the security of the people, 
the uninterrupted enjoyment of individual rights, the protection of 
property and the peace and harmony of society, in a great measure 
depend upon the correct exposition and impartial administration of 
the laws through the instrumentality of our Courts of Justice ; it is 
highly important to the people themselves, that such adequate com- 
pensation should be assigned to our first Judicial officers as shall 
command the services of men of unquestioned integrity, possessing 
the first intelligence and extensive legal attainments. 

f Connected with the establishment of our Judicial system there is 
a subject, which I submit to your consideration with great diffidence. 
Our statutes, which embrace, as is well known, but a small portion 
of our laws, are comprised in five or six large volumes. In many 
cases in consequence of explanatory, additional, supplementary and 
partially repealing Acts, it has become difficult to ascertain what 
the law is. Under a government such as ours, a government of 
laws, and not of men, it ought to be one of its first principles that 
the laws should be simple and plain and easy to be understood. A 
new and revised code of statute law therefore, it is believed is 
exceedingly desirable as it certainly is practicable. It also becomes 
an interesting question, whether it is not , practicable, as well as 
desirable, to extend the revision still farther. When the United 
States assumed their independence, it became necessary for the 
several States, and Massachusetts among them, to adopt the then 
existing colonial statutes, together with the common law of Great 
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Britain, embracing also a considerable portion of her statutes.— C 
This heterogeneous mass with the statutes and judicial decisions of / 
of Massachusetts has been provisionally adopted by this State ; in 
addition to which, we have those of the United States, the whole 
combined forming such a variety of laws, opinions and judicial C 
decisions, as to fill so many volumes, that few fortunes can purchase f 
them, and still fewer capacities correctly understand them. A con- 
densed, plain, perspicuous and well digested code therefore, em bra* 
cing every branch of civil and criminal law, as well as the forms of 
proceeding in the several Courts would, it is believed, be a most ( 
invaluable acquisition to the citizens of this State. That the com* / 
pilation and establishment of such a code is not altogether visionary I 
is demonstrated by the fact, that such a code has not only Been 
framed and established for itself by a foreign nation in our own 
times, but is universally acknowledged to be one of the greatest 
national benefits ever conferred on any country in any age. If the 
enacting of such a code is ever practicable under a government 
constituted like ours, there can be no period more favorable to its 
accomplishment, than the present, when we are just commencing 
our political course, as a new and independent State, and when so 
general a disposition prevails to harmonize in all measures calculated 
to promote the best interests of the community. Should the Legis- 
lature deem it expedient to adopt any measures preparatory to such 
a general revision of our laws, I would recommend that provision be 
made for establishing a Board of Jurisprudence to consist of men 
best qualified for the duties of such a station, with instructions to 
digest and prepare such a code, and report the same to the Legis- 
lature. 

The situation of our fellow citizens, employed in agricultural 
pursuits, will not suffer in comparison with that of those of any other 
part of our country. It furnishes the mobt plenary evidence how 
advantageous this employment is to the people of our State. The 
encouragement, which agriculture has received not only* from 
government but from patriotic individuals, and the consequent 
advances, which it has made, afford the most satisfactory evidence 
of the importance of a continued and a more particular attention to 
that interest. The propriety of encouraging our various agricul- 
tural societies at this time cannot be doubted. As the inhabitants 
of a good soil and healthy climate, we owe it to a bountiful provi- 
dence to do all in our power to make it the residence of men alike 
prosperous and happy. 

The manufacturing business of the country is at this time acquir- 
ing new energy. The capital now employed, though already large, 
will necessarily be increased ; as this State furnishes an unusual 
number of sites, where water power can be applied with advantage, 
^1 suggest for your consideration, whether there would not be a 
propriety and sound policy in exempting all such manufacturing 
establishments, as are or may be located within this State, as far as 
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the principles of the Constitution will admit, from every species of 
taxation for a considerable term of time. Some such encourage- 
ment the manufacturing interest at this time requires. If yielded, the 
State will no doubt find itself amply indemnified by the increase of 
capital and a large accession of respectable inhabitants. 

The fisheries of our coast, bays, and rivers are so connected the 
one with the other, and are an interest so important to the people, 
that they will require your particular attention. The laws enacted 
for their regulation differ so materially, that it may well be doubted, 
whether, all their provisions, are calculated to promote the public 
good, and whether in some instances the views of individuals and 
sections of country have not been too much consulted. 

The lands belonging to the State will also deserve your attention. 
Should a system be adopted for their management, calculated to 
prevent speculation, at the same time giving every encouragement 
to the real settler, the expectations of the best friends of Maine will 
be fully realized in an extended cultivation and an increased number 
of inhabitants. The system, which has hitherto been pursued, you 
will probably think has little to recommend it for further experi- 
ment. The inconveniences and embarrassments, which the settle- 
ment, as well as the settlers themselves, have in many instances 
experienced from the large proprietors, will, it is presumed, long be 
reniembered in order to be guarded against by future legislators. A 
part of the public lands is covered with timber, which hereafter will 
be valuable ; at the same time the land itself is not generally well 
calculated for settlement. The preservation of the timber therefore 
will be highly interesting to the State. 

What progress has been made under the fifth article of the British 
Treaty in settling the eastern boundary of the State against the Prov- 
ince of New-Brunswick, and the northern boundary against that of 
lower Canada, I am not able to inform you. As this State and 
Massachusetts have so deep an interest in the settlement of these 
boundaries, there would seem to have been a propriety in the agent, 
appointed oh the part of the United States, being taken from one of 
these two States. But under existing circumstances you will con- 
sider whether the interest of the State does not require from you 
the adoption of such arrangements, as are best calculated to afford 
the present agent such information in relation to this important 
subject, as the people in this State have it in their power to give. 

A revisal of the Militia Law is rendered necessary with a view of 
conforming it to the equitable provisions of the Constitution. Other 
improvements also will no doubt suggest themselves. The pecu- 
liar situation of this State renders the most particular attention to 
the Militia necessary. Our future safety as well as the honor of the 
country requires it. And now that the service is to be performed 
equally by all, all will no doubt unite in rendering it highly honor- 
able. 
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The arms received by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts from 
the United States, are to be divided between the two States in 
proportion to the returns of the Militia, according to which the 
arms were received. As an early application will be made for this 
State's proportion, your attention to the subject, as well as to the 
necessary provision for their deposit and security at some conven- 
ient place, is rendered necessary. 

According to the terms of the act relating to the Separation, one 
third of all such sums, as may be received from thp United States on 
account of the claim of Massachusetts for expenses incurred for the 
defence of the State during the late war, is when received to be paid 
over to the State of Maine. Whatever difference of opinion may 
have existed in relation to the mode, there could be none as to the 
•necessity of the expenditure incurred within this portion of the 
Commonwealth, as the most valuable part of this District was 
defended in consequence of it. My situation during the late war 
gave me an opportunity to be acquainted with the details of the 
-service of most of the Militia within this section of the Common- 
wealth. They were ordered out only on necessary and proper 
occasions ; they were discharged immediately .on the enemy's 
retiring. To the allowance of this claim the United States have 
interposed certain objections ; but although the subject has been 
repeatedly presented to the consideration of Congress, no definite 
decision has been passed upon its merits. It is believed to be inter- 
esting to the United States, as well as to Massachusetts and Maine, 
that you should adopt such measures in relation to it, as are best 
calculated to bring this claim to a speedy and equitable decision. 

Having adverted to the defence of this part of the country during 
the late war, it would be a neglect of duty on my part not to remind 
jrou, that, as there is mo State in this Union, whose inland frontier is 
more exposed, so there is none, which has so extensive and so 
exposed a maritime frontier, as Maine. Tet, while military roads 
are making to aid the defence of some portions of our country, and 
bays, rivers and towns, are fortifying for the defence of others, most 
of the garrisons and other works within this State erected at consid- 
erable expense by the National Government, are now without a 
single soldier to guard them, and for want of necessary attention 
rapidly falling into decay. It only requires that our situation should 
be properly represented and understood that the procedure should 
be corrected and the desired effect produced. 

The Commonwealth of Massachusetts has stipulated to pay to 
the State of Maine, thirty thousand dollars for performing certain 
duties and obligations to the Indians within this State, provided the 
assent of the Indians and a release of that Commonwealth from all 
her engagements to them are first obtained. In recommending this 
subject to your consideration, I indulge the hope that such measures 
will be adopted, as, while tbey are least expensive to the State, 
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riiall be best calculated to protect the rights and secure to this, the 
last remnant of the natives, residing among us, all that comfort) 
which they are capable of enjoying. 

The amount for travel and attendance of the members of the late 
convention, and for incidental expenses, was twenty one thousand 
one hundred and thirty one dollars. The sum received from the 
Treasury of Massachusetts, as provided by the act relating to the 
Separation, was seven thousand seven hundred and forty two dollars, 
leaving a balance of thirteen thousand three hundred and eighty 
nine dollars. To discharge this balance and other accruing expenses, 
the sum of fourteen thousand dollars were borrowed from the Banks 
of the State ; for the repayment of which it will be necessary for the 
Legislature to make provision. 

The receipts into the Treasury agreeably to our present system 
of revenue will be from the State tax twenty eight thousand seven 
hundred ah3 eighty six dollars ; from the Bank tax seventeen 
thousand and seven hundred dollars ; from Licenses probably six 
thousand dollars — to which add for the present year eight thousand 
dollars to be received from the Treasury of Massachusetts, amounting 
in the whole to sixty thousand four hundred and eighty six dollars. 
What is to be the amount of the expenditure of the State is by the 
people confided to you. It is very desirable that the receipts into 
the Treasury should exceed by a considerable amount the estimated 
expenditure, in order that you may be enabled to endow our literary 
institutions, encourage agriculture and lay the foundation for such 
public roads, canals and other improvements, as the general interest 
of the State may require. 

The existing embarrassments in our circulating medium cannot 
it is believed affect our revenues. The alarm in relation to the 
country banks, which originated in the capital of Massachusetts, and 
unfortunately extended itself into this State is fast subsiding 5 not 
however without having first reduced three of our fifteen banks to the 
necessity of suspending specie payments. This course it is presumed 
was intended by these banks only as a temporary measure adopted 
to prevent improper sacrifices on their part, as well as to secure the 
holders of their paper against any eventual loss. The present situation 
of our monied concerns cannot be of long duration, in a section *of 
country possessing so many advantages. A return to prudent 
economical pursuits and habits of life for several years past on the 
part of our farmers has placed them in the most eligible situation. It 
is only necessary that the trading and mechanic portions of the 
community should imitate the example to derive equal ^benefits. The 
effect of such a course upon the prosperity, the morals, and the happi- 
ness of the people would soon become visible ; confidence would be 
restored, and specie would resume its place in the vaults of the banks* 

Admitted into the Union as a constituent member of the American 
family, I need not remind you that the selection} of two of our most 
distinguished citizens to represent this, Statf in the Senate of the 
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United States has become necessary. In making this important 
selection I feel confident that the Legislature will look with a single 
eye to the character, the honor, and the best interests of the State. 

The Constitution under which you are assembled points out 
generally those duties which it is necessary should be performed by 
the first Legislature. Having in conformity with the provisions of 
that instrument suggested for your consideration such subjects as I 
consider deserving your attention, I request you Gentlemen, to be 
assured that nothing would afford me so much pleasure as concur- 
ring with you in all measures calculated to promote the general 
prosperity, so that our fellow-citizens may view the present with 
satisfaction, „ and look forward with confidence to the future ; and 
that under the blessing of a wise and gracious Providence the Union 
of the States and the freedom and happiness of the people may be 
perpetual. . % 9

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CHAPTER L 



Resolve for holding a Circuit Court of Common Pleas in certain Counties. 
June 3d> 1820. 

RESOLVED by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
Legislature assembled, That the Circuit Court of Common Pleas, 
for the first Eastern Circuit, may be held by any Justice of said 
Circuit Court, at York, within and for the county of York, on the 
first Tuesday of July next, with power to adjourn the same to Alfred 
in said ceunty of York : and that the Circuit Court of Common 
Pleas, for the second Eastern Circuit, may be held by any Justice of 
said Circuit Court, at Augusta,within and for the county of Kennebec, 
on the first Tuesday of June instant; and at Wiscasset, within and 
for the county of Lincoln, on the*third Tuesday of June aforesaid ; 
and that the Circuit Court of Common Pleas, for the third Eastern 
Circuit, may be held by any Justice of said Circuit Court, at Bangor, 
within and for the county of Penobscot, on the fourth Tuesday of 
June instant; and atMachias, within and for the county of Wash- 
ington, on the same day : And the Justices aforesaid, within their 
respective Circuits, shall have the same authority as the said Courts 
possess at the terms now fixed by law : Provided, That no cost, by 
virtue of this resolve, shall be taxed in any suit pending in said 
Courts, nor shall the same in any manner effect any action civil or 
criminal, instituted or to %e instituted, or now pending, in said 
Courts : Provided also, That the fees to be taxed by the Court and 
Clerk for the schedule, oath of the party, opinion of the Court, and 
certificate of the Clerk, to persons applying under the law ofCongress, 
entitled " An act to provide for certain persons engaged in the land 
and naval service of the United States, in the Revolutionary War," 
passed on the 18th ofMvcb, 1818 ; and the act in addition thereto, 
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passed on the 1st of May, 1820, shall not, in each case, exceed the 
sum of fifty cents to the Court and fifty cents to the Clerk, whether 
said services shall be performed by the Court and Clerk, at the 
several times mentioned in this .resolve, or at any of the stated terms 
of the same. 



CHAPTER IL 

Resolve appointing a committee to contract with a Printer for the State. 
June 6ft, 1820. 

Resolved, That Hon. William Moody, Asa Clap and Samuel 
Uedington, Esquires, be and they are hereby authorized to agree 
and contract, in behalf of the State, with some person to do 
the necessary printing for the State, on such terms and conditions as 
tbey may think proper* for the present political year. 



CHAPTER HI. 

% Resolve providing before whom certain officers shall be qualified. June 7th,l 820. 

Whereas it is provided by the Constitution that in all cases where 
it is not therein particularly pointed out before whom persons elected 
to office shall be qualified, that the Legislature shall prescribe before 
whom such officers shall be qualified : 

Resolved, That the Governor and Council when in session, Or any 
two of the Council in the recess, shall be authorized to administer 
the oaths necessary to qualify the Secretary of this State, the 
'Treasurer and Adjutant General and Quarter Master General, to 
transact the duties of their respective offices, agreeably to the 
provisions of the Constitution. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

Resolve for providing a Seal* June 9th, 1820. 

Description of the Device, frc. of the Seal and Arms of the 
State of Maine. 

A Shield, argent, charged with a Pine Tree ; a Moose Deer, 
at the foot of it, recumbent. Supporters ; on dexter side, an 
Husbandman, resting on a scythe ; on sinister side, a Seaman, rest- 
ing on an anchor* 

In the fore ground, representing sea and land, and under the 
Shield, the name of the State in large Roman Capitals, to wit : — 

MAINE. 

The whole surmounted by a Crest, the North Star. The 
Motto, in small Roman Capitals, in a label interposed between the 
Shield and Crest, viz : — Dirigo. 

EXPLANATION. 

The Moose Deer (Cervus dices) is a native of the forests of 
Maine. When full grown, it is scarcely inferior to a horse in site. 
It has a neck, short and thick, a large head, horns dilating almost 
immediately from the base into a broad, palmated form, a thick, 
heavy upper lip, hanging very much over the lower, very high 
shoulders, and long legs. The color is a dark greyish brown, much 
paler on the legs and under part of the body. The hair is coarse 
and strong, and is much longer on the top of the shoulders, and 
ridge of the neck, than on other parts. The eyes and ears are 
large, the hoofs broad, and the tail extremely short. The greatest 
height of the Moose Deer is about seventeen hands, and the weight 
of such an animal about twelve hundred and twenty pounds. In 
deep snows they collect in numbers in pine forests. 

The Mast Pine (Americana, quinis ex uno folliculo setis) leaves 
five together, cones cylindrical, imbricated, smooth, longer than 
the leaves, crest of the anthers of two minute, awl-shaped bristles. 
It is as well the staple of the commerce of Maine, as the pride of her 
forests. It is ah evergreen of towering height, and enormous size* 
It is the largest and most useful of American Pines and the best 
timber for masts.

NAME. 

The territory * m braced by the Un/its of the State, bears the 
same MAIN^f * 
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CREST. 

As in the Arms of the United States, a cluster of Stars represents 
the States, composing the Nation, the North Star may be consid- 
ered particularly applicable to the most northern member of the 
confederacy, or as indicating the local situation of the most northern 
State in the Union. 

MOTTO. 

" Dirigo." / direct^ or, I guide. 

As the Polar Star has been considered the mariner's guide and 
directer in Conducting the ship over the pathless ocean to the desired 
haven, and the centre of magnetic attraction; as it has been 
figuratively used to denote the point, to which all affections turn, 
and as it here is intended to represent the State, it may be considered 
the citizen's guide, and the* object to which the patriot's best exer- 
tions should be directed. 

SHIELD. 

The Pine Tree. 

The stately Pine, with its straight body, erect head, and evergreen 
foliage, and whose beauty is exceeded only by its usefulness, while 
it represents the State, will excite the constant prayer of its citizens, 
semper viridis. 

The Moose Deer. 

A native animal of the State, which retires before the approaching 
steps of human inhabitancy, in his recumbent posture and undisturb- 
ed situation, denotes the extent of unsettled lands, which future years 
may see the abodes of successive generations of men, whose spirit 
of independence shall be untamed as this emblem, and whose liberty 
shall be unrestricted as the range of the Moose Deer. 

The Supporters of the Shield. 

An Husbandman with a scythe represents Agriculture generally, 
and more particularly that of a grazing country ; while a Seaman 
resting on an anchor, represents Commerce and Fisheries ; and botfi 
indicate, that the State is supported by these primary vocations of 
^ts inhabitants. 

The Committee appointed to report a suitable Device and Seal for 
the State of Maine, 

REPORT, a Device for the Seal of the State, a sketch of which, 
with a description and explanation of the same, are herewith sub- 
mitted. They also report the following resolutions : 

1. Resolved, That the Secretary of State be directed to procure 
a suitable Seal, conforming to the sketch aforesaid, and that he cause 
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tne Device aforesaid to be engraven thereon, and that said seal, 
when so completed, be deposited in the office of the Secretary of 
State, and that the same shall become and be the Seal of this State. 
2. s Resolved, That the Secretary of State cause the sketch, de- 
scription and explanation aforesaid, to be fairly copied on parch- 
ment and deposited in the office of the Secretary of the State* 



CHAPTER V. 

Resolve authorizing the Governor to procure a Press. June lStth, 1820. 

Resolved, That the Governor be authorized to procure for the 
use of the State, a suitable Press to accompany the Seal of State, 
and that the same be deposited in the Secretary's Office, for the use 
thereof. 



CHAPTER VI. 

•Resolve relating to the settlement of the boundaries between the State and the. 
British Provinces. June l%th, 1820. 

Whereas, by the act relating to the Separation of the District of 
Maine from Massachusetts proper, and forming the same into a 
separate and Independent State, provision is made, that all the lands 
belonging to the Commonwealth within said District of Maine, shall 
belong one half thereof to Massachusetts, and the other half to the 
State of Maine; which lands lie contiguous to the British Provinces 
of New-Brunswick and Lower Canada: And whereas under the 
fifth article of the British treaty, provision is made for settling the 
eastern and northern boundaries of this State, under which article, 
commissioners have been appointed : And whereas it is important 
that a division of said lands between Massachusetts and this State, 
should be made as soon as may be ; which division cannot, with 
safety and convenience to the parties interested, be made, till after 
said lines shall have been run and established : And whereas it is 
believed that little progress has yet been made in ascertaining and 
settling said boundaries : Therefore, 

Resolved, That the Governor of this State be requested to transmit 
to the President of the United States, a copy of this resolve, accom- 
panied with such representations in relation to this subject, as he 
shall think proper and best calculated to effect the object. And also 
that he be authorized and requested to make such communications 
to the Governor of Massachusetts on this subject, as he shall deem 
necessary. 
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' CHAPTER VII. 
Governor's Message relative to Books and Maps received from Maftachasettt *.

The Secretary will lay before you a Schedule of the Books, 
Maps and Public Documents received from the Secretary's office of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, being Maine's proportion of 
all the Laws, Resolves and other Documents remaining in the 
Secretary's office, 31st May 1820. The Books and Maps, the 
property of towns and individuals of this State> have not been 
forwarded ; as there would be a convenience in having them 
distributed from this place, I suggest the propriety therefore of your 
adopting such measures as will place them in the Secretary's office 
here for that purpose.

same, when called for, they receipting therefor ; and be is further 
Ordered, to cause so much of the Schedule accompanying the 
Governor's communication as refers to towns, plantations and 
individuals, to be published in the public newspapers printed in 
. Portland, giving notice of the place where they may be called for. 



CHAPTER VIII. 

Resolve authorizing the Treasurer to receive #8000 of the Treasurer of Massa- 
chusetts, and to receive the tax of the Banks. June 13th t 1820. 

Resolved, That the Treasurer of this State be, and he hereby is 
authorized to jreceive of the Treasurer of the Commonwealth of 
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Massachusetts, the sum of eight thousand dollars, to be accounted !&;/ 
and allowed, according to the provisions of a resolve of th^saii" 
Commonwealth, passed February 25, 1820. .• . "--•" 

Resolved, That the Treasurer of this State be and tehfcjfeby is 
authorized and required to demand and receive of the T*orpfcrations 
of the several Banks in this State, the tax which b$Qame due, and 
was required to be paid by said corporations -OQ^the first day of 
April last, pursuant to the existing laws impo§ing;a "tax on Banks; 
and the said corporations be forever exonerated firom all obligations 
to pay into the Treasury of Massachusetts any part of said tax due 
on or after the fifteenth day of March last.*** 

Resolved, That the Treasurer of this State be, and he hereby is 
authorized and required forthwith to obtain from the banks in this 
State, a loan not to exceed in amount the sum of twenty five thousand 
dollars ; which said sum shall be apportioned, as far as is conveniently 
practicable, among the said banks in proportion to the amount of 
their capital stock; or the whole of said sum may be borrowed at 
any one or more of the banks mentioned, willing to make a loan 
larger in amount than in the proportions before mentioned ; which 
sum or sums so loaned as aforesaid, shall bear interest at the rate of 
five per centum per annum, according to the provisions contained 
in their respective charters of incorporation : Provided, That no 
bank, which had before the fifteenth day of March last, loaned to the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the amount required to be so 
loaned by their said charters, shall be liable to be called upon for or 
• compelled to advance their proportion of said loan* 



CHAPTER IX. 

Resolve confirming the doings of the town of Rome. June 15, 18*0. 

On the petition of the Selectmen and town clerk of the town of 
Rome stating that at an adjourned meeting holden on the third day 
of April last j said town voted to reconsider several votes of a prior 
meeting, choosing certain town officers .which were supposed to be 
irregular ; and that said town after said reconsideration proceeded 
to the choice of said officers, and to the transaction of other town 
business ; and praying that the doings of said meeting holden on 
said third day of April, may be rendered valid : 

Resolved, That for reasons set forth in said petition, that the 
proceedings of said last mentioned meeting be, and they hereby are 
confirmed and rendered valid in law.

Whereas sundry Banks, holding charters under the existing laws 
of this State* hav$ suspended payment greatly to the injury of the 
public and individuals^ : 

Resolved, That Jjipe^ Bridge, Esquire, of Augusta, Albert Newall 
and William Swan, Esquires, both of Portland,or any two of them, be 
a committee, vested waft- full power and authority to inquire and 
investigate into the doings and transactions of the Hallowell and 
Augusta Bank, incorporated June twenty third, in the year of our 
Lord eighteen hundred and twelve; also the Wiscasset Bank 
incorporated June twenty third eighteen hundred and twelve ; and 
the Castine Bank, incorporated February fourteenth eighteen hundred 
and sixteen. That said Committee, shall inquire and ascertain 
whether the said corporations, or either of them, have exceeded the 
powers granted them or failed ofcomplying with the rules, restrictions 
•and conditions required by their respective acts of incorporation ; to 
ascertain the amount of bills in circulation, and other debts against 
said Banks; the amount of money and other property belonging 
to said institutions, and the amount of debts due to them, distin- 
guishing the amount due from stockholders, from that due from 
other persons, and generally to ascertain the state and situation of 
said Banks, as soon as may be, and to report as soon as practicable 
. to this Legislature ; and if unable to report at the present session, 
to deliver their report, to the committee on Banks and Banking ; 
and said committee appointed by this resolve, are hereby fully 
invested with power to examine all the books, papers and vaults of 
said Banks, and to send for such persons, books and papers as they 
shall deem necessary to aid them in their investigation and to afford 
a full illustration of their concerns and situation. 

And be it further resolved, That the Secretary of State be and be 
is hereby directed as soon as may be, to forward each of the persons 
named on the committee and to the President or any Director or 
Cashier of each Bank aforesaid an attested copy of this resolve. 



CHAPTER XL 

Resolve authorizing the apportionment of a Board of Jurisprudence. June 

15/A, 1820. 

The committee of both Houses to whom was referred the consid- 
eration of 60 much of the Governor's communication as relates to the 
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establishment of a Board of Jurisprudence, have bestowed as much 
time on this important subject as the press of Legislative business 
would permit r 

As the voice of law, and not the will of man, is to be the people's 
guide, it is believed, that the Legislature and the community at large 
will heartily reciprocate the sentiment, that the laws of a free state 
ought to be simple, plain, and easy to be understood, and that a ne# 
and revised code of statute law in this government would be peculiarly 
beneficial at the present time. Our Laws like our language are 
composed of various materials : to methodize and modify them so as 
to guard right and punish wrong in the plainest way possible is 
among the great and difficult duties of legislation. The statute law 
is rendered voluminous and complicated, by partial or total repeals, 
amendments and revisions. It is now about two centuries, since it 
has been accumulating and improving : a period which has witnessed 
many political changes, as well as many powerful struggles betweeft 
privilege and prerogative. Another change has elevated Maine to 
the rank of an independent State. The exigency demands arevision 
of the existing statutes : many of them relate only to the parent 
state, some have become obsolete, and the titles and repealed parts of 
others may all be omitted in a new impression. Thus the whole 
will be so compressed as to save much expense in furnishing courts, 
towns and individuals with a new edition of the statutes existing in 
this State, as well as render those legislative provisions more familiar 
to the people. 

An extensive code of common law in this State, well selected and 
arranged would be of incomparable value. But much time, labor, 
legal learning and expense only can produce such a compilation t 
Your committee, therefore, have concluded, that it would be most 
expedient to postpone the further consideration of thk part of the 
Governor's communication till the further order of the Legislature ; 
but as to the statute law, they submit the following resolve for 
adoption : 

WILLIAM I>. WILLIAMSON, Chairman. 

Resolved, That there be established a Board of Jurisprudence to 
consist of three men learned in the law, who shall be appointed by 
the Governor with advice of Council, and whose duty it shall be to 
select, arrange and prepare, with suitable indices, a compilation, or 
digest of all the statutes of the Colony, Province and Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, now in force in this State, and to report the same 
to the Legislature at the next session for acceptance. 
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CHAPTER XIL 

Resolve making valid certain Marriages solemnised by Henry Kendall. 
June l$th, 1820. 

Whereas since the fifth day of June A. D. 1805, sundry marriages 
have been solemnized in places within what is now the State of 
Maine, by Henry Kendall, minister of the Baptist Society ia 
Topsham, and doubts are entertained whether such marriages, 
thus solemnized are valid in law. And whereas it has been repre- 
sented that the said marriages were solemnized under a mistaken 
belief that said Kendall was legally authorized to perform such 
solemnizations : Therefore resolved, That all marriages solemnized 
in any place within what is now this State by the said Henry Kendall 
in his office of minister of the gospel, since the said 5 th day of June, 
A. D. 1805, be and they are hereby made as valid in law to all 
intents and purposes, as though the said Kendall was lawfully 
authorized thereto, any law to the cqntrary notwithstanding. 

Resolved, That the isssue of all and each of the said marriages 
solemnized as aforesaid, be and they hereby are made capable in law 
of inheriting and enjoying all other rights and privileges in the same 
way and manner as though each and every of such marriages were 
originally solemnized according to law. 



CHAPTER XIII. 

Resolve authorizing the Treasurer to borrow 515,000. June lllft, 1820. 

Resolved, That the Treasurer be authorized to borrow on the 
faith of the State, fifteen thousand dollars, or any part thereof, 
before the next session of the present Legislature, provided it shall 
be found by him) that the exigency of the State shall require such 
loan. 



CHAPTER XIV. 

Resolve making valid the doings of the town of Pownal. JunetQth, 1830. 

On the petition of the inhabitants of the town of Pownal, setting 
forth that certain errors and defects existed in the manner of notifying 
towa meetings and choosing town officers in said town, in the years 
1819 and 1820, and also in the omission of the town clerk, to record 
the warrant for the town meeting for the choice of town officers in 
the year 1810. 

Resolved, That the doings of said town of Pownal at their several 
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meetings above mentioned be, and they are hereby confirmed and 
made valid in law, any of the errors and defects aforesaid notwitb* 
standing. 



CHAPTER XV. 

Resolve authorizing the Governor to procure this State's proportion of the Arms 
and military Stores of Massachusetts. June 201/t, 1820. 

Resolved, That the Governor be requested and he is hereby 
authorized, with the advice of the Council, to procure this State's 
proportion of all the arms which have been received by the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts from the United Slates under the law 
of Congress, entitled " An Act making provision fpr arming and 
equipping the whole body of the militia of the United States," passed 
the twenty third day of April one thousand eight hundred and eight, 
and also, this State's proportion of all other kinds of arms, ordinance, 
ammunition, tents, camp equipage and intrenching tools, together 
with all other articles included in the military department. And to 
deposit the same in some safe and convenient place within this State 
and under the care of the Adjutant General. 



CHAPTER XVI. 

Resolve authorizing the Governor to appoint a person to negotiate with the 
Penobscot Indians. June ZOih, 1820. 

Whereas the " Act relating to the separation of the District of 
Maine from Massachusetts proper, and forming the same into a 
separate and independent State," provides that this State shall as 
soon as the necessary arrangement can be made for that purpose, 
assume and perform all the duties and obligations of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts towards the Indians in the said District of 
Maine, whether the same arise from treaties or otherwise and for this 
purpose shall obtain the assent of the said Indians and their release 
to the said Commonwealth of claims and stipulations arising under 
the treaty existing between the said Commonwealth and said 
Indians : Therefore, 

Resolved, That the Governor with the advice of Council be and 
he hereby is authorized and empowered to appoint and commission 
one or more suitable persons to treat with the Penobscot Tribe of 
Indians in this State at Bangor, on the fourteenth day of September 
next, and at such other times and places as shall be mutually agreed 
upon,for the purpose of obtaining from said Indians their release to the 
said Commonwealth of Massachusetts of the claims and stipulations 
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aforesaid ; and also for the purpose of effecting a new treaty or 
agreement with said Indians, by virtue of which, this* State may 
assume all the duties and obligations of said Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts towards said Indians, or of making and executing 
such other treaty or agreement, as shall be mutually satisfactory to 
the contracting parties, and shall be deemed most conducive to their 
mutual interests. And the said Commissioners shall have power 
and authority to receive from said Indians to the use of this State 
all such deeds of conveyance and release of lands, contracts and 
covenants, and to execute to them in behalf of this State any deeds, 
contracts and covenants that may be necessary for the full execution 
of the powers and duties of their appointment. 

And be it further resolved, That the Governor with the advice 
of the Council, be and he hereby is authorized and empowered to 
appoint during pleasure, some suitable person, residing in the vicinity 
of said Indians as Agent to provide, furnish, pay and deliver to saia 
Indians for and on account of this State, such articles, goods, 
provisions and money as shall from time to time become due them, 
by virtue of the treaty or agreement now existing between them and 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, or which may hereafter be 
made and executed between them and this State. And the said 
Agent for his services aforesaid, shall be allowed and paid out of the 
Treasury of this State such reasonable compensation as shall from 
time to time be fixed and established by the Governor and Council. 

And be it further resolved. That there be paid out of the Treasury 
of this State to said commissioner or commissioners to enable them 
to perform the duties hereby assigned them, the sum of three hundred 
dollars, they to be accountable to this State for the same within one 
year. 



CHAPTER XVIL 

Message relative to costs in criminal prosecution. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives, 

The Secretary will lay before you the account of Henry Smith, 
Treasurer of the county xrf York, for cost in criminal prosecutions, 
April term, 1820. Similar accounts have been examined and allowed 
by the Executive of Massachusetts in conformity with the laws of 
March 8th, 1792, and February 20th, 1818. There can be no doubt 
of the propriety of the allowance of these accounts, and making 

{provision for their payment up to this time agreeably to the present 
aws, although there may be as to thf propriety of continuing the 
system.

On the petition of the Selectmen of the town of Montville, in the 
county of Lincoln, representing that the town clerk of said town 
hath neglected personally to record the proceedings of a meeting of 
said town held on the first Monday of April, 1820 : Therefore, 

Resolved, For reasons set forth in said petition that the records 
and proceedings of said town be, and the same are hereby confirmed 
and made valid in law to all intents and purposes notwithstanding 
the omission mentioned in said petition : Provided however, That 
this resolve shall not be construed to extend to the records and 
returns of said Selectmen and town clerk of the votes for Senators, 
of the county of Lincoln, or for Representative of said town of 
Montville. 



CHAPTER XIX. 

ftesolve providing for the choice of Elector* of President and Vice-President. 

June tad, 1820. 

Resolved, That on the first Monday of November next, there 
shall be chosen at large out of the whole State, two Electors of 
President and Vice-President of the United States, and one in each 
District within this State as is or may be limited for the choice of 
Representatives to the Congress of the United States. And it shall 
be the duty of the Selectmen of the several towns, and the Assessors 
of the several plantations in this State, in the manner the law directs 
for calling town meetings, to cause the inhabitants of their respective 
towns and plantations, duly qualified to vote for Representatives and 
Senators to the legislature of this State, to assemble on Monday 
the, sixth day of November next, to give in their written votes, to, 
the Selectmen or A g^ors, whose duty it shall be to preside in such 
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meeting, for one Elector assigned to such District respectively, and 
for two Electors, to be chosen at large in the State as aforesaid, not 
being Senators or Representatives, or persons holding any office of 
trust or profit under said United States. And the said Selectmen or 
Assessors, or the major part of them, shall in open town meeting 
sort and count the votes, and form a list of the persons voted for, 
with the number of votes for each person, against his name ; and shall 
make a public declaration thereof in said meeting, and shall, in 
presence of said inhabitants, seal up copies of said list, and transmit 
the same to the office of the Secretary of the State, on or before the 
twentieth day of November next, at which time it shall be the duty 
of the Governor and Council to be in session, who shall examine 
said returns and determine and declare who is elected from each 
District, by a majority of the votes in said Districts respectively, and 
in case an Elector shall not be chosen in any District by a majority 
of votes or in case the two Electors, to be chosen at large, or either 
of them, shall not hdve a majority of votes, it shall be the duty of 
the Governor and Council to ascertain from the returns of votes, the 
person who shall have the highest number of votes, in such District, 
and the person or persons who shall have the highest number of 
votes in the State at large, and to declare such person in any such 
District, and the person or persons at large, having such plurality 
of votes, to be duly elected. 

Be it further Resolved, That the Secretary of this State is hereby 
directed forthwith to transmit to each person so chosen Elector, a 
Certificate of his having been so chosen. And that said Electors be 
and hereby are directed to meet on the first Tuesday of December 
next, at the Senate Chamber in Portland. And in case of the death 
or absence of any of the Electors, the deficiencies shall immediately 
be supplied from the people by a majority of votes of the Electors 
present. And said Electors shall vote by ballot on the first Wed- 
nesday of December next, for one person for President, and for one 
person for Vice-President of the United States. And for their trav- 
el and attendance they shall receive the same compensation as 
members of the Legislature, to be allowed and paid out of the Treas- 
ury of this State. 

Be it further Resolved, That if the Selectmen of any town, or the 
Assessors of any plantation in the State, shall neglect to transmit 
the list of votes of such town or plantation in manner aforesaid to 
the Secretary of the State, on or before the twentieth day of No- 
vember next, each of said Selectmen or Assesssors so neglecting, 
shall forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars, not 
less than fifty dollars. 
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CHAPTER XX. 

Jtesalye authorising * special Court of Common Pkas in die County of Oxford* 

Swtt 26ft, 18£Q. 

Resolved, That the Circuit Court of Common Pleas for the 
first Eastern Circuit, may be held by any Justice of said Circuit at 
Paris, within and for the county of Oxford, on the fourth Tuesday of 
July next. And the Justices aforesaid, within the said Circuit shall 
have the same authority as the said Court possess at the term now 
fixed by law : Provided, That no cost, by virtue of this resolve shall 
be taxed in any suit pending in said Court, nor shall the same in 
any manner effect any action civil or criminal instituted or now 
pending in said Court : Provided also, That the fees, to be taxed 
by the Court and Clerk for the Schedule, Oath of the party, opinion 
of the Court, and Certificate of the Clerk, to persons applying under 
the Law of Congress, entitled, " An Act to provide for certain persons 
engaged in the land and naval service of the United States, in the? 
Revolutionary War," passed on the eighteenth of March, eighteen 
hundred and eighteen ; and the act in addition thereto, passed 09 
the first of May eighteen hundred and twenty, shall not, in each case 
exceed the sum of fifty cents to the Court and fifty cents to the 
Clerk, whether said services shall be performed by the Court and 
Clerk at the time mentioned in this resolve. 



CHAPTER XXI. 

Resolve directing the Treasurer of this State to obtain from the Treasurer of 

Massachusetts the tax of Cumberland Bank paid to said Treasurer. 
• June mh, 1820. 

Whebeas the President, Directors and Company of the Cumber- 
land Bank, from a desire to comply with the requisitions of law, 
paid into the Treasury of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts one 
thousand dollars, as the proportion of tax on said Bank, which was 

?ayable on the first day of April last past, there then being no 
'reasurer appointed for the State of Maine ; and the said sum 
ought now to be in the Treasury of this State : Therefore, 

Resolved, That the Treasurer of the State of Maine be authorized 
and required forthwith to request the Treasurer of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts to pay the said sum so paid by the Cumber- 
land Bank, to the order of the Treasurer of this Skate.

CHAPTER XXII. 

Resolve authorizing the appointment of a Surveyor and Land Agents. 
June 26ft, 1820. 

Resolved, That the Governor, by and with the advice of the 
Council, be and he is hereby authorized to appoint a Surveyor for 
the State, whose duty it shall be, to do and perform all such acts and 
duties, as shall from time to timg be prescribed by the Legislature, 
or by the Governor with ttie advice of Council. 

Resolved, That the Governor by and with the advice of Council 
be and he is hereby authorized to -appoint jointly with the Executive 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, one or more Agents, should 
the Governor of that Commonwealth think proper to act on this 
subject; or^eparately on the part of this State, should the Executive 
of that Commonwealth decline acting in such appointment. And 
the Agent or Agents thus appointed, shall from time to time, perform 
such acts and duties relating to the public roads, and the care and 
preservation of the timber on the public lands as shall be pre- 
scribed by the Governor of this 'State. 

And he it farther Resolved, That there be paid out of the Treasury 
of this State a sum not exceeding one thousand dollars,, in such 
proportion to the Surveyor, Agent, or Agents, as the Governor with 
advice of Council, may*think proper, to enable ^hem to defray the 
immediate expense, to aid them in the objects of their appointments, 
they to be accountable for the proper application of the same. And 
the Governor is hereby requested with advice of Council, when it 
shall be found necessary, to draw his warrant on the Treasury, from 
time to time for any part or the whole of said one thousand dollars. 
And the said Surveyor and Agents, appointed under the authority 
aforesaid, shall receive such compensation for their services, as may 
b$ found just and reasonable on the final settlement of their 
accounts. 



CHAPTER XXni. 

.Resolve fixing the compensation of certain officers of the Legislature* 
June 2,7th, 1820. 

Resolved, That there be paid out of the Treasury of this State to 
each member of the Council, Senate and House of Representatives, 
two dollars for each and every day's attendance during the present 
political year, and the sum of two dollars for every ten miles travel, 
from their respective places of abode, % to the place of the sitting of the 
Legislature, at every session thereof ; and that there be paid to the 
President of the Senate, and to the Speaker of the House of Repre* 
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•entatives, two dollars each, for each and every day's attendance, is 
addition to their pay as members.

Also, that there be paid to each of the Messen* 
gers of the two Houses, two dollars and fifty cento each ; and two 
dollars to the Door Keeper of the House of Representatives ; and 
to each of the Pages of the Senate and House of Representatives, 
seventy-five cents, for each and every day they shall respectively 
attend on the Legislature. And that there be paid tQ the Messen* 
ger of the Governor and Council, two dollars and fifty cents for 
each and every day he may attend on the Governor and Council 
while in session. 



CHAPTER XXIV.

Be it further Resolved, That it shall be the special duty of the 
Secretary of the State to superintend the publication and printing of 
the Laws and Resolves of the Legislature, as the same shall be 
passed at the respective sessions thereof, and to examine and compare 
the printed copies of such laws and resolves with the originals, and 
to print and annex to the printed copies, his certificate of such 
examination and of the errors, if any, in such printed copies; to the 
end, that the laws and resolves of the State may be duly and 
accurately promulgated.
